Words with Genitive in -iros, -ktos, -pros 2 

By Carl D. Buck 

GENITIVE IN -ITOS 

The addition of t to roots ending in i, just as to other roots (cf. 
C.P. 12. 173), or to noun-stems in i, has yielded a few stems in -it-, 
but no distinctive or productive type. 

Sous from the root of Saiu is similar to Sanskrit feminine abstracts 
like stut- 'praise,' from the root stu- 'praise.' The word is almost 
confined to poetic use, and is perhaps more specifically Ionic. 3 

The rare Xts, an adjective 'smooth' in Horn. Xls v^rprj and in 
awbibv Xls of a Samian inscription, SGDI. 5702. 19, in Homer also 
used substantively of 'smooth linen' (Xiri, Xira), is a verbal adjective, 
standing to Xit6$ in the same relation as -jSXifr to -fiXryrbs, -yv&s to 
yvairds, etc., and formed from the root seen in Xeios, dXlwo, Lat. lino, 
etc. 4 

The neuter fxiKi, represents an IE. *melit, reflected also by Goth. 
milip 'honey' (o-stem), and perhaps indirectly by Lat. mel, mellis 
(*melit to *melid, whence gen. *mel(i)des, mellis; cf. Walde, Lat. Et. 
Wtb. 2 s.v. with references; otherwise Sommer Hdb. d. lat. Sprache* 
357, Erl&vt. 107). This *melit is doubtless an IE. extension of 
an t'-stem with the same t that is seen in neuters like 7aXa, y6.\a.KT(K, 
Lat. lac, lactis, beside y\ayos, or, confined to the nominative- 
accusative, in Skt. yakft 'liver,' gakft 'dung.' 6 The numerous com- 
pounds of /xeXt are all late, and with the exception of olrojueXi,

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Polyb.+, are rare technical names employed by medical writers, 
etc. (see Word-List). 

The other neuter, orals (or orais) 'dough/ gen. orairos, is of 
obscure history. Its most probable connection is with Olr. tais 
'dough,' OBulg. t$sto 'dough,' OEng. paesma 'yeast,' all pointing to 
Haist. 1 If we assume a Greek *oraior-, either representing a 
collateral form (cf. areyos, riyos and the like), or with a due to the 
influence of ariap (trriap and orals are sometimes confused in use), 
this might well result in nom.-acc. orcus, but gen. otoitos from 
*otcuot6s by dissimilation similar to that seen in Lat. stetl. 

xapis, with T-inflection from Homer on, except for ace. xapw> 
represents a probably inherited extension of an f-stem, similar to 
that seen in the (unrelated) Skt. harit- beside hart- 'yellowish.' The 
z-stem still prevails in the accusative singular (xapira. is confined to 
a few occurrences in poetry and two in Herodotus, one in Xenophon; 
cf. Kiihner-Blass 1. 413), in the old derivative x<*pl-€«, in the first 
member of early compounds (contrast x a P l ~^ T7 ? J h. Horn, with 
XapiTO-Sbrrjs Plut.), including all such proper names as Xapi-ytvys, 
Xapi-p,ivr)s, etc., and also, in most dialects, in the second member of 
the proper names in -x<*P«- 

The appellative compounds, like e&xapis, neut. t^xo-Ph follow the 
same inflection as x&pts, e.g., euxapires Xen., Plut., etc. (but once 
dat. sg. fixapi Hdt. 1. 41). 

The proper names in -xap« are inflected precisely like those in 
-7roXts, namely, gen. -toos in Attic and West Ionic, elsewhere gen. 
-tos, e.g., Att. Efaapioos, but Boeot. dat. Evxaph — A?7juoxapioos at 
Cumae, but Aajuoxapios in Cos, Crete, npwroxaptos at Samos, Gevxa- 
ptos at Delphi, Awptxaptos, etc. at Rhodes. The only instance of 
T-inflection is 'EirtxAptTos (woman's name) Dio Cass. 62. 27. 

The fondness of Rhodes for names in -xapis is noticeable, a third 
of all those quotable occurring there only. Most are men's names, 
but 'E-TTixapts is a woman's name in Boeotian and elsewhere, Euxapis 
likewise a woman's name in Boeotian and a ship's name at Athens 
(see Word-List). Very probably -x«P^ was restricted to women's 
names in Boeotian (for ' Avrixapis of an epitaph may also be a woman),

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and perhaps in some other dialects, beside the more usual -xap»?s in 
men's names, e.g., masc. 'Eirix^PV^i f em - 'Exlxapts. The only certain 
instances of men's names in -x&P« in continental Greece are Aa/t6xap« 
(Lac, Arc), and G«6xapis (Ath., Delph., Arc). Zcoxapw and 'Ovtf<ri- 
X«P« are the fathers of Athenians (Sawpar^s Zux&ptos 'AOrjvaios, 
Kr^atas 'Ovrjaix&pi-dos 'A6r}vaios) and perhaps themselves Athenians. 
But one suspects that all these may be of Eastern descent. 

The original stem of de/xis, G<?/us is defturr-, 1 as in Horn. Beixurra, 
0e/u<rres, Qipurros, Gl/uori, etc., also Thess. Qifuaari IG. 9. 2. 1236, 
GejuioTo(s) SGDI. 1557, elsewhere preserved only in derivatives and 
compounds, as Benunebu, fle/aoretos, Gc/uotokXj/s, etc. The isolated 
type of inflection was given up in favor of one or another of those 
common to nominatives in -is, namely, gen. -tos in Ionic (G^/uos 
Hdt. 2. 50), -idos in Attic (QefiiSos Aesch.+), or -iros. This last, 
after the analogy of x&pts, X^piros, occurs in Pindar (Ge/nros, defures, 
depurat., Oi/xiv) and Bacchylides (GejuiTos, 14. 55), also in a Boeotian 
inscription (Oiixin, IG. 7. 1816. 2). The grammarians refer to it as 
Doric (Choerob. 1. 154. 35, 197. 19), and, while this might be owing 
merely to its occurrence in Pindar, I believe that they were right, 
and that, especially in view of 'AptA/htos (see following), the type 
difiiTos was a West-Greek characteristic and is to be viewed as such, 
not as a Boeotianism, 2 in Pindar. Unfortunately the word is not 
quotable from Doric inscriptions. 3 

The proper names in -defus have the same inflection as those in 
-xoXts, -xaptf, etc. (above, p. 76), e.g., gen. Att. 'AirdXhodeiudos, 
'Avai-ide/u&os (in Delian inscriptions with Att. -idos or Ion. -ws, 
for the same person, as IG. 11. 2. Ill, 113), but Rhod. Aa/Jtodefuos, 
Ther. Qeodi/xios, Ion. Bevodifuos, etc. The only exceptions noted

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are Arc. 'ApurrodiniTos (above, p. 77, footnote 3), and Mr/vode/jieas 
IG. 2. 2825. 

These names are most common, as already remarked by Fick- 
Bechtel, 142, in Asia Minor and the islands, including Cyprus. Yet 
they are not so rare in continental Greece as those in -xapt-s- 

"Aprepxs or "Aprapis (West Greek, except Cretan), originally an 
i-stem, 1 follows the -is, -iSos type in Attic-Ionic, Thessalian, Boeotian 
(Aprafudos IG. 7. 546), and Cretan. But the inflection "Apraixts, 
'AprafUTOS (or in later times the hybrid 'Aprt /altos), after the analogy 
of x<*p«, x<*p«"os, occurs frequently in various West Greek dialects 
and probably belongs to all except Cretan. Thus Argol. 'ApTct/uros, 
'AprhpiTi, IG. 4, 770, 914, etc. (9 times), Corcyr. 'Apr&iuTi SGDI. 
3211, Apollon. 'ApT&fUTi, 'Aprifiin ibid. 3221, 3222, Meg. 'Apra.p.nt 
IG. 7. 44, Rhod. 'AprA/uTos, 'ApTapm IG. 12. 1. 787, 814, etc. (11 
times), 'ApTiixaos, 'AprifiiTi ibid. 24, 823, 834, Ther. 'Apri-iuTos, 
'Api-Apm IG. 12. 3. 373, 381, 1326, 1327, 'Apr&iuros Syme ibid. 2, 
'AprinLTt. Anaphe ibid. 268, Cnid. Apra/twos SGDI. 3502, 3512, late 
Lac. and Mess. 'ApripcTos, ApT^/im IG. 5. 1. 351, etc., 1374, etc., 
Aetol. 'Aprinnos, 'Apri/UTi IG. 9. 1. 413, 414, 421, 'ApriniTi. in 
Zante IG. 9. 1. 600, Phoc. 'AprifiiTi. SGDI. 1513, Delph. Apra/tiros 
SGDI. 2501, 12, AprepiTt ibid. 2642. 46. Note also Arc. Aptomitos 
IG. 5. 2. 399, 403 (Lusoi), 'Apri/uTos ibid. 522; Pamphyl. 'Aprep-eiros 
(Lancoronski 2, No. 11). In Cretan, which regularly has "Aprep-is, 
'AprifuSos, the single occurrence of 'ApTipiri, SGDI. 5145, is prob- 
ably from the Doric koiwj. 

Aipanis, dat. Atpapxri occurs in a Cretan inscription of Lato, 
SGDI. IV. p. 1041, rat 'AOiqvaXvu rat Aepa/urt Kal rat. 'EXevdviai. 

Proper names in -is, -iros are very common in the papyri (Mayser 
273), but are foreign, mostly Egyptian, and are not included in 
the Word-List. AfiFevlrvs (gen. sg.) in a Pamphylian inscription, 
Lancoronski 1, No. 74, also has the appearance of a foreign name. 

GENITIVE IN -KTOS 

The neuter yoXa, y&KaicTos, with Lat. lac. lactis, represents an 
inherited extension of a guttural root seen in Horn. 7X&70S and the 
Hesychian glosses yXaKubv, yXanuves. 2

there are a few adjective forms, as ojuo-ydXcures Arist.+, dydXaKres 
Call. Apoll. 52 (d priv.), Suid. (d cop.). The grammarians also give 
apriyfikat and veoy&\a£ (Hdn. 1. 352. 15 = Choerob. 1. 339. 6). 1 

The feminine w£, vvkt6s, with Lat. nox, noctis, Goth, nahts, Skt. 
naktam adv. 'by night/ etc., represents an IE. noqVt- (beside noqMi- 
reflected by other cognates). The t is presumably the same as in 
feminine abstracts like Skt. stut- 'praise,' Gk. 5ats, etc. But the 
evidence of cognate forms without t is meager. 2 

In &ra£ (fa,vai-), ti.va.KTos, the r is added to the guttural root which 
appears as a root noun in "Avaices, name of the Dioscuri (cf. favancov, 
fava.Koi,(v) IG. 4. 564, 566), and from which the feminine ti.vo.aaa. 
(*6.va,K- n a) is formed. 3 The word is confined to poetical use in 
Attic-Ionic, and in most other dialects never appears in inscriptions. 
But in Cyprus it remained in common use, as an official title, as 
shown by its occurrence in several Cyprian inscriptions {PhvoJi 
Hoffmann, Gr. Dial. 1. Nos. 69, 134, 144), and by the statements of 
Harpocration, s.v., Isocrates 203D, and Eustathius to II. 13. 582. 
It is possible that it survived in some other parts of Greek territory, 
though specific evidence of this is lacking. 4 In any case the word, 
owing to its use in Homer and in the other poets, remained familiar 
to educated Greeks, and it was resurrected in Byzantine times as 
an addition to the numerous honorific titles (e.g., CIG. 8672 A, of 
the emperor Theophilus), and also in some compounds. 

Compounds, exclusive of proper names, are few and mostly 
poetical or Byzantine. Thus harvkva^ Aesch. Supp. 1019, iinna.va% 
Aesch. Pers. 997, ifivo&vaaaa Bacch. 11. 1, iraaiaval- oracular verse in 
Phlegon, Miiller, frag. hist. gr. 3. 603, dju^idwiKTes nickname of the 
dithyrambic poets, Schol. Ar. Nvb. 595, and Byz. vavT&va^, iravra.- 
vaaaa, avrava!-, Terpa,vai-, Tpo^rjrava^

The occurrence of oiic&vai; as a definition in Hesychius (iaraxos • 
o'ucovp&s, oU&va!-) suggests that this also was a good prose word. 

It is in the formation of personal names that ara£ plays its 
principal r61e in Greek, for it is one of the popular name-words. 
Names in -aval; or -avaxraa have their center of productivity in the 
East and are comparatively infrequent in continental Greece. In 
Ionic there are about 35, of which 15 are as yet quotable in Ionic 
only; in Rhodian (Carpathus and Telos included), 25; from other 
Doric islands (Cos, Nisyrus, Anaphe, Thera, Melos), 9; from Lesbos, 
6; from Cyprus, 4. 

Among Athenian names I have noted only, namely 'Ayafiavcd-, 
Tipaval;, 'Aju^iarai;, 'Apxiavaaaa, 'Aarvaval;, 'HXiara£, TLeuna.va.%, 
'Epju«ra£. One of these, as we happen to know, is imported, for 
' Apx'-o-vaaaa IG. 3. 2095, is named after her grandmother 'Apxia- 
vcuraa 'Hpa<cXewns IG. 2. 2916 (cf. Kirchner, Aft. Prosop. No. 2059). 
The source of 'Aarvkva^, which occurs also at Hermione, is obvious. 
On ' AyaBava%, see below, p. 82. Some or all the others may be 
importations, though we need not assume this without specific 
evidence. 2 

From other parts of continental Greece we find about a dozen, 
as Lac. HXeuTToavat;, ~Evpvava£, "LaFhvali, Corinth. kanoFavaaaa, Arg., 
Troiz., Meg. 'Epn&va!;, Epid. 'ApurT&val; (see below, p. 82), Hermion. 
'Aarvava^, El. Av<nava%, Arc. Ar/iMova^, Boeot. Ucxriduva^, Delph. 
Aapawao-o-a (also Tin&vai;, but of Cyprian and Cretan descent).

In Kirchner's Attische Prosopographie there are fifteen 
entries of NiK&vtop, but not one of NtKiJywp, which would of course be the proper Attic 
form, as it is the Ionic. 
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Of the variety of types depending upon the character of the stem 
of the first member and its union with the second, the following is to 
be noted. 

Names with first member ending in i or v, as ' Apx&val-, 'AaTv&vai-, 
are constant in this form. The only example of elision is of doubtful 
authenticity, 'Afuj>ava^ Schol. II. 2. 585, corrected by Dindorf to 

Names with first member ending in « vary between uncontracted 
and contracted forms. Thus Ion. 'Exe&pai-, 'Apxebvai; 1 , but also Ion. 
'Apxyvat-, Rhod. 'Apxvvvwaa; Rhod., Lesb. 'A^eam^, but also Rhod. 
'Ayfjval-, 2 Ion. 'Hyfjva!- ; Ion., Rhod. K\eava!- (KXe-from KKefe-), but 
also Rhod. Kkijval-. On Aeava^, see below, p. 82. 

Names with first member ending in o: The original formation is 
preserved in Cypr. 'Apurrofava^, Tifwf&va^, Corinth. AafioFavaaaa. 
The name of the Spartan king was likewise, without doubt, nXeioro- 
Fa.va.%, in Thucydides II\ei<7Toa»'a£, for which later writers, like 
Plutarch, substitute nXeioTwa?, conforming to the more familiar 
contracted type. Similarly the Cypr. 'ApiOToFa.va.% appears as 
'Apiaruvat; in a koivtj inscription of Cyprus, 'Apx- E#. 1914. 7. 
Conversely ' Apurrob.va% in a fourth-century Ionic inscription (SGDI. 
5601), in contrast to the otherwise uniform Ionic type in -wpa£, is 
probably due to an archaistic whim. 

By the contraction of oa to to, which is the normal result in all 
dialects, 3 arose the common type in -wva!-. These names in -cwaf 
(about 25) are most numerous in Ionic (as are the names in -cwaij in 
general), but they are found also, some in very early inscriptions, in 
Rhodes, Thera, Athens, Boeotia, Delphi, etc., the most widespread 
being 'Epjuwpaf , Ti/iwpa£ and A^/worof or Aap£>i>a!;. Some particular 
names, e.g., ^p/i&vat;, may be strictly of Ionic origin, but it is an 
error to regard the type as specifically Ionic.

Either 
we have Tin-aval- with elision after the analogy of Tip-ay6pas and 
others in which the second member began originally with a vowel, 
or we have Tt/xarai; from *Tt,pa-Favai- like Tipa-Kparrjs, etc., that 
is, Tipcava^:Tt.pava^=Ti.poKpaTr}s: Tijua/cpdr^s. The latter view 
gains probability from the parallelism in Rhodian, not only of Tipa- 
Kparr)s, Tt/idxoXts with TVara£, but also of ' ApurTapAvqs with 
'Apurraval-, and of BovXaKpivrjs, BovXaKparrjs with BovXaval-. 2 

'Ayadava!-, Tipavai- occur also as names of Athenian citizens, and 
'Apurraval; at Epidaurus. It is not unlikely that these names were 
of Rhodian origin. On the other hand, if the first two are of genuine 
Attic origin, they must be taken as ' Ayad-avat-, Tip-ami;, with elision. 

Lac. Safara^ is not formed like Tipaval-, but is probably "2a-Fava% 
from *~2,aFo-Fava£ by haplology. So Meister, SGDI. 4526. 

Ion. Aeaval; and Doric Aavaaaa are also not parallel to Tipava!-. 
From *AaFo-Fava%, -aarra come regularly Ion. Aewrai-, Ae&vaaaa, and 
Dor. *Aa6}va<r<ra, whence, with the further Doric contraction of ouo 
to a, Aavaaaa. Ion. Aedva^, beside Ae«ra£, is probably due to the 
analogy of 'Apxcaval-, etc. 

A few of the names in -avaaaa occur also as names of islands or 
districts. So Eiipvavaaaa, 'Epp&vacraa (see Word-List).

dapap, 8a/j,apTos 'spouse' (cf. Aeol. 86popTis Hesych.), according to 
the now prevailing view 3 of this much-discussed word, is a compound
